—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on 
the continuance of protection to the Safety Match Industry on the basis of 
an inquiry undertaken by it under Sections 11(e) and 13 of the Tariff 
Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendation is that the indefinite protec¬ 
tion to the Safety Match Industry may be withdrawn, 

2, Government accept the above recommendation and necessary legisla¬ 
tion to withdraw the protection from the Safety Match Industry will be 
undertaken in Parliament in due course. The existing rates of Customs 
duty will, however, continue.
